Special orders in regard to this had been 
given by the commanding officer. 
Varnishes, dryers, alcohol, and other 
combustibles of this nature were stowed 
on or above the main dock and coaid 
not have had anything to do with the 
destruction of the Maine. 
Holler Could Not Have Caused Explosion. 
The medical stores were stored aft un­ 
der the wardroom aud remote from the 
scene of the explosion. No dangerous 
stores of any kind were stowed below in 
any of the other storerooms. The coal 
bankers were inspected daily. Of these 
bunkers adjacent to the forward maga­ 
zines and shellrooms, four were empty, 
namely: "BS, B 4, B 5, B 6.” 
“ A 15” had been in use that day and 
"A 16” was full of now river coal. This 
coal had boon carefully inspected before 
receiving it on board. The bunker in 
which it was stowed was accessible on 
three sukts at all times, and the fourth 
the wardroom and neither caused nor 
participated in the destruction of the 
Maine.

Washington, March 29.—Captain Sigs- 
bee, in his testimony before the court of 
inquiry, stated in part, he could not say 
whether the Maine was placed in the 
usual berth for meu-of-war, but said 
that he had heard remarks since the ex­ 
plosion, using Captain Stevens, tempo­ 
rarily iu command of the Ward Line 
steamer City of Washington, as authori­ 
ty for the statement, that he had never 
known in all his experience, which cov­ 
ered visits to Havana for five or six 
years, a man-of-war to be anchored at 
that buoy; that he had rarely known 
merchant vessels to be anchored there, 
aud tint it wjs tho Last used buoy in 
the harbor. 
In des ‘ribbier the surroundings when 
first moored to Chi* buoy.

So in 
ticeable was this immediate effect of her

ing vessels anchored in the harbor, aid 
being especially given by tile boats of 
the Spanish cruiser Alphouso XII and 
the Ward line steamer City of Washing­ 
ton, which lay not far distant. Tile 
wounded were generously cared for by 
the authorities of Havana, the hospitals 
being freely opened to them, while the 
earliest recovered bodies of the dead 
were interred by the municipality in a 
public cemetery iu the city.

W ashington, March 29.—A day of no­ 
tion was yesterday in every branch of 
official life—aition in tho w hite house, 
w here the president and his cabinet ad­ 
visers assembled in special cabinet ses­ 
sion; action in both branches of oon- 
oongress, where tho message of the 
president on the Maine disaster and the 
report and testimony of the court of in­ 
q u iry were received; action in the se­ 
cret conferences of state officials and 
diplom ats, concerning the latest phases 
of Spanish-American negotiations, and 
action in the war aud navy departm ents, 
w ith the Spanish situation aa the com­ 
mon purpose of all the varying aspects. 
Seldom has a day been replete with so 
m any diverse and im portant phases of 
a single subject. 
And yet, throughout 
this activity, tho prevailing tone bas 
been more assuring, more in the line of 
peace, t han it has been for some days. 
This was the impression conveyed by 
cabinet officers after the speciail cabinet 
session. 
The same sentim ent charac­ 
terized the diplomatic conferences at 
the state departm ent. 
But in congress, 
w hich afforded the greatest field for 
anti-Spanish and warlike expressions, a 
strain of discontent and uneasiness pre­ 
vailed after the president’s message and 
Maine report were submitted, especially 
on the house side. 
The special cabinet session was held 
to consider the latest developments in 
the negotiations now prow ohing with 
Spain. 
These had ass urn ell a wide field, 
em bracing not only the Maine ques­ 
tion, but the entire Cuban problem. 
The answer of Spam to the firm note 
sent through M inister Woodford last 
week was in hand, stating th a t the con­ 
dition of Cuban affairs had become so 
intolerable that the United States could 
not much longer rem ain inactive to­ 
w ard it. 
The general tone of the Span­ 
ish answ er impressed the president and 
cabinet officers most favorably, so much 
so th at after the meeting it was stated 
by members that the outlook was far 
more assuring, and that Spain 
had 
shown such a conciliatory tone that it 
was believed she would make conces­ 
sions sufficient to permit an amicable 
adjustm ent of the present strained rela­ 
tions. 
This was qualified, however, by 
the statem ent that the danger point has 
not yet passed and that war, while no 
longer a probability, was yet a possibil- 
tty. 
The president has distinctly disclosed 
to his cabinet associates his purpose to 
avert w ar if it is possible w ith a just 
solution of the Cuban problem, and he 
had felt from the disposition manifested 
by Spain that this just solution could be 
reached. 
This, 
however, is without 
considering congress, which may, now 
that the subject is formerly before it, 
take some radical action.

Havana, lier anchorage and w hat lie 
knew about it and in fact every point 
upon w hich the governm ent and coun­ 
try desires to be inform ed. 
N othing in 
Captain Sigsbee’s testim ony show s th at 
the anchorage was changed or that it 
was considered dangerous by anvoue. 
Second to the im portance of the testi­ 
mony of Captain Sigsbee is th at of En­ 
sign Po w ilson, who had charge of the 
divers and knew* from day to day w hat 
these divers found. 
His testim ony was 
to a certain extent technical, bearing up­ 
on the construction of the ship, her 
plates, etc., but it was from these plates 
aud this technical knowledge that he 
was able to declare that the explosion 
took place from the outside.

Washington, March *29.—A day of no­ 
tion was yesterday in every branch of 
official life—action in the white house, 
where the president and his cabinet ad­ 
visers assembled in special cabinet ses­ 
sion; action in both branches of cou- 
congress, where the message of tho 
president on the Maine disaster and the 
report and testimony of the court of in­ 
q u iry were received; action in the se­ 
cret conferences of slate officials and 
diplomats, concerning the latest phases 
of Spanish-American negotiations, and 
action in the war aud navy departments, 
with the Spanish situation as the com­ 
mon purpose of all the varying assets. 
Seldom has a day been replete with so 
many diverse and important phases of 
a single subject. 
And yet, throughout 
this activity, the prevailing tone has 
been more assuring, more in the lino of 
peace, than it has been for some days. 
This was the impression conveyed by 
cabinet officers after the special cabinet 
session. 
Tho -ame sentiment charac­ 
terized the diplomatic conferences at 
the state department. 
But in congress, 
which aff Ord twi the greatest field for 
anti-Spamsh aud warlike expressions, a 
strain of discontent and uneasiness pre­ 
vailed after the president's message aud 
Maine report were submitted, especially 
on the house side. 
The special cabinet session was held 
to consider the latest developments in 
the negotiations now proceeding with 
Spain. 
These had assoiled a wide field, 
embracing not only the Maine ques­ 
tion, but the entire Cuban problem. 
The answer of Spain to the firm note 
sent through Minister Woodford last 
week was in hand, stating that the t‘on- 
ditsou of Cuban affairs had become so 
intolerable that the United States could 
not much longer remain iuaciive to­ 
ward it. 
The general tone of the Span­ 
ish answer impressed the president aud I 
cabinet officers most favorably, so much 
so that after the meeting it was stared 
by members that the outlook was fur 
more assuring, and that 8pain had 
shown such a conciliatory tone that it 
was believed die would make conces­ 
sions sufficient to permit an amicable 
adjustment of the present strained rela­ 
tions. 
This was qualified, however, by 
the statement that the danger point has 
not yet passed and that war, while no 
longer a probability, was yet a possibil­ 
ity. 
The president has distinctly disclosed 
to his cabinet associates his purpose to 
avert war if it is possible with a just 
solution of the Cuban problem, and he 
had felt from the disposition manifested 
by Spain that this just solution could be 
reached. 
This, 
however, is without 
considering congress, which may, now 
that the subject is formerly before it, 
tuke some radical action.

FULL SYNOPSIS OF THE REPORT

Washington, March 29.—A full synop­ 
sis of the report of the Spanish naval 
commission which investigated the de­ 
struction of the battleship Maine is here 
given. 
It is taken from a copy of the 
original report, which is now on its way 
here from Havana, the synopsis being 
cabled in the meantime and late yester­ 
day placed in the hands of this govern­ 
ment. 
The conclusions roached are di­ 
rectly opposite to those in the report of 
the court of inquiry submitted to con­ 
gress yesterday. 
The synopsis is as 
follows; 
“ The report contains declarations 
made by occular witnesses and experts. 
From these statements it clearly deduces 
aud proves tile absence of all those at­ 
tendant circum stant'^ Which are invari­ 
able present on the occasion of'the ex­ 
plosion of a torpedo, 
“ The evidence of witnesses compara­ 
tively close to tile Maine at th© moment 
is to the effect that only one explosion 
rrfvuirred; that no column of water was 
thrown into the air; that no shock to the 
side of the nearest vessel was fealt, nor 
on laud was any vibration noticed and 
that no dead fish were found. 
‘•The evidence of the senior pilot of 
the harbor suites that there is abund­ 
ance of fish in the harbor, aud this is 
corroborated by other witnesses. 
The 
assistant engineer of works states that 
after explosions made daring tile execu­ 
tion of works in the harbor he has al­ 
ways found dead fish. 
“ Tin divers were unable to examine 
the bottom of the Maine, which was 
buried in th* mud, but a careful exam­ 
ination of the side* of the vessel, the 
rents and breaks in which all point out­ 
ward, shoM * without a doubt that the 
explosion was from t ii** inside. 
“ A initiate examination of the bottom 
of the harbor around tho vessel shows, 
absolutely no sign of the action of a tor­ 
pedo, and the fiscal (judge advocate) of 
the commission can find no precedent 
for the explosion of tho storage maga­ 
zines of a vessel by a torpedo. 
“The report finishes by stating that 
tin examination of tho inside and out­ 
side of the Maine, as soon 
such ex­ 
amination may lie possible, as also of 
the bottom where the vessel rests, will 
prove that, supposing tho remains (of 
the wreck) not to be totally or partially 
altered in the process of extrication, the 
explosion was undoubtedly due to some 
interior tau se.”

RAILROAD PASSES. 


Derision H olding Company Responsible 
to H older lit Case of A ccident. 
St. Louis, March 29.—In a decis­ 
ion handed down by the United States 
court of appeals the provisional condi­ 
tions of tile railroad pass, such as “ the 
holder hereby agrees, in case of an acci­ 
dent, not to hold tho company responsi­ 
ble,” are practically rendered uull and 
void. 
The decision was in the ease of 
the receivers for the Union Pacific road 
against Arthur O. Greer, adm inistrator 
of tho estate of William Greer, and the 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific Rail­ 
way company, and had been appealed 
from tho United States circuit court of 
Kansas. 
The deceased was killed by a 
ooUii-ion between the two roads men­ 
tioned at Linwood, Kau., in January, 
1894. 
A verdict for $8,000 was rendered 
iii the lower court against the compa­ 
nies. Tho Rock Island company claimed 
redemption on the ground that they 
wore running on the Union Pacific 
tracks, aud that the accident was due to 
the carelessness of their train dispatcher. 
The appeal court held the master can­ 
not escape liability for a servants neg­ 
ligence just Itecause he had been given 
orders by a third party.

Washington. March 29.—A clay of no­ 
tion was yesterday in every branch of 
official life—notion in the white boose. 
where the president and his cabinet ad­ 
visers asse mbled in *pe< ial cabinet ses­ 
sion; action in lx>tli branches of con­ 
een gross, where tho message of tho 
president on the Maine disaster and the 
report and testimony of the court of in* 
«quire were recon od; action in the se­ 
cret conferences of state officials and 
diplomats, concerning tho latest phases 
of Spanish American negotiation*, and 
action in the war and navy departments, 
with the Spanish situation a- the com­ 
mon purpose of all tho varying aspects. 
Seldom has a day been replete with so 
many diverse aud important phases of 
a single subject. 
And ye*, throughout 
this activity, tho prevailing tone has 
been more assuring, more in tho line of 
peace, than it has I sen for tome days. 
This was the impression conveyed by 
cabinet officers after the special cabinet 
session. 
The same sentiment charac­ 
terised the diplomatic conference* at 
the state department. 
But in congress, 
which afforded the greatest field for 
anti-Spamsh aud warlike expressions, a 
strain of discontent and uneasiness pre­ 
vailed after the president’s message aud j 
Maine report were submitted, especially 
on the house side. 
The special cabinet session was held 
to consider the latest developments in 
the negotiations now proceeding with 
Spain. 
These had assumed a wide field, 
embracing not only the Maine ques­ 
tion, but the entire Cuban problem. 
The answer of Spain to tho firm note 
sent through Minister Woodford last 
week was in hand, stating that the con­ 
dition of Cuban affairs had become ho 
intolerable that the United States coaid 
not much longer remain inactive to­ 
ward it. The general tone of the Span- ‘ 
Uh answer impressed the president and 
cabinet officers most favorably, so much 
so that after the meeting it was stated 
by members that the outlook was far 
more assuring, and that Spain had 
shown such a conciliatory tone that it 
was believed she woald make conces­ 
sions sufficient to permit an amicable 
adjustment of the present strained rela­ 
tions. 
This was qualified, however, by 
the statement that the danger point has 
not yet passed and that war, while no 
longer a probability, was yet a possibil­ 
ity. 
The president has distinctly disclosed 
to his cabinet associates his purpose to 
avert war if it is possible with a just 
solution of the Cuban problem, and he 
had felt from the disposition manifested 
by Spain that this just solution could be 
reached. 
This, 
however, is without 
considering congress, which may, now 
that the subject is formerly before it, 
take some radical action.

THE SPANISH COURT 


RAILRO AD PASSES. 


Claims the Explosion of the Maine 
Was Internal. 


FULL SYNOPSIS OF THE REPORT 


Only Our Kxploslon Occurred—No U atar 
Wan Thrown In lh# Air and No Head 
Fish Found In the Harbor—Ex­ 
amination Show#*! Ne Sign# 
of a Torpedo, 


Washington, March 20.—A full synop­ 
sis of tho report of tile Spanish naval 
commission which investigated the de­ 
struction of the battleship Maine is here 
given. 
It is taken from a copy of the 
original report, which is now on its way 
here from Havana, the synopsis being 
cabled in the meantime and late yester- ■ 
day placed In the hands of this govern­ 
ment. 
The conclusions reached are di­ 
rectly opposite to those in the report of 
the court of inquiry submitted to con­ 
gress yesterday. 
The synopsis Is as 
follows: 
“The report contains declarations 


From these statement! it dearly deduces 
and proves the absence of all those at- 
tendont circumstant** which ara invari­ 
able present on the occasion of'the ex­ 
plosion of a torpedo. 
“The evidence of witnesses coin para- 
tively close to the Maine at the moment 
is to the < fleet that only one explosion ( 
occurred; that no column of water was 
thrown into tho air; that no shock to the | 
si*!*' of the nearest vessel was fealt, nor 
on laud was any vibration noticed and 
that no dead fish were found. 
“The evidence of til® senior pilot of 
the harbor suites that there is abund­ 
ance of fish in the harbor, and this is 
corroborated by other witnesses. 
The 
assistant engineer of works states that 
after explosions made during the execu­ 
tion of works in the harbor he has al­ 
ways found dead fish. 
“Tht divers were unable to examine 
the bottom of the Maiuo, which was 
buried in tho mud, but a careful exam­ 
ination of the sides of the vessel, the 
rents and breaks in which all point out­ 
ward, shows without a doubt that the 
explosion was from tho inside. 
“ A minute examination of the bottom 
of the harbor around tho vessel show's 
absolutely no sign of the action of a tor­ 
pedo, and the fiscal (judge advocate) of 
the commis.-ion can find no precedent 
for tile explosion of tho storage maga­ 
zines of a vessel by a torpedo. 
“Tho report finishes by stating that 
an examination of the inside and out­ 
side of the Maine, as soon as such ex­ 
amination may l>e possible, as also of 
the bottom where the vessel rests, will 
prove that, supposing the remains (of 
the wreck) nut to be totally or partially 
altered in the process of extrication, the 
explosion was undoubtedly due to some 
interior cause.”
